in this area. Last week's tremor 
left 129 known dead or missing 
and presumed dead.

the quake had registered 7.5 on 
the Richter earthquake intensi- 
ty scale, substantially under the 
force of the massive tremor of 
Good Friday, which registered 
8.7. 


The new shock was felt in

Kodiak, Seward, Valdez and 
Cordova. The last four commu- 
nities, as well as Anchorage, 
suffered severe damage a week 
ago.

$52 Billion Outstanding 
Treasury Bills Serve 
As Market Barometers 


BY SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (AP)—You may 


never have owned one but U.S. 
Treasury bills are rated as to- 
day's most important money 
market instruments. 


They often serve as a baro- 


meter for what your future bor- 
rowing costs will be, and^ how 
readily 
you'll find lendable 


funds when you want them for 
your 
business 
or consumer 


needs. 


There are about $52 billion 


worth of these Treasury bills 
outstanding now, 
compared 


with around $17 billion at the 
end of the war. The yields they 
bring at the Treasury's weekly 
auctions 
often 
foretell 
the 


course of interest rates in gen- 
eral, and of the current supply 
and demand conditions in the 
money market. 


Ups and Downs 


The ups and downs of such 


auctions over a period of time 
also often reveal in which direc- 
tion the money managers want 
interest rates and the supply of 
credit to go. 


Return on Treasury bills has 


been strong for months. Part of 
this was because Washington 
monetary authorities wanted to 
discourage any outflow of idle 
dollars 
to 
foreign 
markets 


where yields are higher. Anoth- 
er reason for keeping rates high 
could be a desire by the author 
ities to head off speculative 
fever in the stock markets or 
in business and consumer bor- 
rowing. 


This week the yields have 


turned down. One week doesn't 
make a trend. But dealers in 
government securities say the 
Federal Reserve System has 
been buying up bills fairly heav- 
ilv of late, thus increasing the 
demand and pushing prices up 
~and yields down. The reasons 
for this activity weren't an- 
nounced. 


Treasury Bill 


The yields work this way: 
A Treasury bill is "a govern- 


ment obligation to pay the bear- 
er a fixed sum on a specific 
date within a year of issue. 
They are sold at a discount 
through 
competitive 
bidding. 


The return is the difference 
between the face value of the 
bill and the amount you pay lor 
it. 


This week's auction saw the 


average discount rate on 91-day 
bills fall to 3.525 per cent from 
S.550 per cent the previous 
week. On 182-day bills the rate 
fell to 3.710 per cent from 3.740 
per cent. Another Treasury bill 
with a one-year maturity, was 
not auctioned this week. 


The drop in rates seems 


small to the average person. To 
government security dealers, to 


commercial banks, corporation 
jeasurers and some individual 
investors who regularly bid for 
them,

watched closelyl to see if a 
trend develops and credit poli- 
cies are changing. 


Even at 3.525 per cent the 


discount rate on the bills is 
above the 3.5 per cent at which 
the 
Federal 
Reserve lends

Most notable was New Hampshire's ap- 


proval of a state lottery, the 
first 
state- 


sanctioned sweepstakes since 1893 when 
federal law closed down the Louisiana lot- 
tery. All the net proceeds will be used by 
New Hampshire to meet spiralling educa- 
tional costs The state director, Edward J. 
Powers, who incidentally is a Lawrence 
College graduate, expects it to produce $4 
millions in revenues in the first year. 


But the trend is spreading. Bills have 


been introduced in the Massachusetts leg- 
islature to legalize a sweepstake, and such 
a project is also being discussed in Maine 
and Rhode Island. In California petitioners 
have apparently gathered enough signa- 
tures to place a constitutional amendment 
on the ballot next November to set up a 
lottery. And a Montana group is promot- 
ing a referendum to legalize most forms 
of gambling in that state

Ceylon's foreign 
exchange reserves 


have fallen to about $84 million, the low- 
est since 1941. There are continuing def- 
icits in the budget and some big debts to 
repay. Some of the funds are owed to the 
International Monetary Fund and others to 
Britain and due this year Still more are m 
British securities which can be liquidated 
at present only at a loss. United States 
economic aid, amounting to about $4 mil- 
lion a year, was cut off last year when 
Ceylon seized property owned by Amer-

pensation. 


The socialist government of Madame 


Bandaranaike has two big drains on its 


funds Its efforts to raise living standards 
has meant an increase in imports since 
Ceylon has little industrial production and 
raises only about half the food its people 
consume. In addition, the government in- 
stituted a cheap rice policy that makes our 
Department of Agriculture programs look 
conservative. The government of Ceylon 
pays Ceylon's rice farmers IVz times the 
world market price for their rice and then 
resells it to the Ceylonese at one-half the

This Amendment Is Vital 


There is one referendum question on 


the April 7 ballot which should be clearly 
separated from the other three and which 
should command overwhelming support if 
the voters familiarize themselves with its 
intent 


This is the constitutional amendment 


which will simplify the 
procedure for 


amending the state constitution. 


On the ballot the question reads: "Shall 


section 1 of article XII of the state con- 
stitution be amended to permit the inclu- 
sion of several reasonably related items in 
a single proposition when submitting pro- 
posed constitutional amendments to the 
people?" 


The amendment was proposed by the 


Commission 
on Constitutional 
Revision 


and is a vital matter in future considera- 
tion of any modernization of the state con- 
stitution. 


This citizens commission, composed of 


nonpartisan volunteers, was appointed in 
1960 to consider revision and updating of 
our state constitution, which was drafted 
in 1948 and is one of the oldest state con- 
stitutions now in use The commission con- 
cluded that although there are some provi- 
sions which should be considered for revi- 
sion, there was no need to call a constitu- 
tional revision convention, and that these 
revisions could be accomplished through 
the normal amending process of approval 


by two sessions of the legislature and a 
popular referendum 


However, it reported that there is a 


mechanical requirement for amending the 
constitution which makes it very difficult 
to handle certain revisions 


Section 1 of article XII says that "if 


more than one amendment be submitted, 
they shall be submitted in such manner 
that the people may vote for or against 
such amendments separately" The Su- 
preme Court has interpreted this strictly. 
For instance, if we were to consider chang- 
ing the terms of office of state officials 
from 
two to four years, a suggestion 


which is gaining much support, a separate 
amendment would have to be submitted 
for each state officer. This is an extremely 
unwieldy procedure. 


This amendment was approved by two

To 
implement this program, a 
new "Free-Way" Commission 
will be established with pow- 
er to hire architects, engi- 
neers, consultants and admin- 
istrative staff, which would 
further increase the cost oi 
administering our state gov- 
ernment. 


Wisconsin maintains an ex- 


cellent highway system and it 
is continually being improved. 
When the time comes that we 
must bond for state highway 
construe t i o n, organizations 
and individuals now opposed 
to this bonded indebtedness 
will speak put for such a pro- 
gram. Until that day comes 
and until a true need is shown 
for an accelerated highway 
program, we should continue 
to construct our highways on 
a sound pay-as-you-go basis.
